PROVINCIAL REGULATIONS 

REGULATIONS APPROVED BY ORDER IN COUNCIL 
UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THE AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETIES ORDINANCE. 

1 . No money shal he paid out as a prize at any ex¬ 
hibition unless the same has been offered in the printed 
prize list. 

2. No prize shall be awarded to any pure bred cattle 
-or horses at any such exhibition unless the same are shown 
at halter and led out for inspecti'cm by the judge. 

3. No prize shall he awarded to any sheep or hogs at 
any such exhibition, unless the same are confined in pens 
during the exhibition. 

4. No prize shall be offered at an y such exhibition fc-r 
any unregistered stallion, bull, ram, or boar or their 
progeny.. 

5. Any grant or portion thereof which would otherwise 
be paid to any Agricultural Society or Exhibition Asso¬ 
ciation may be forfeited by the- Minister of Agriculture 
if such Society or Association permits, during the., holding 
of any exhibition, any gambling, objectionable games or 
Immoral exhibit on or in the vicinity of the grounds or 
premises on which such exhibition is being held-. • : 


RULES, CONDITIONS, Etc. 

1. Exhibits competing for prizes must 
unfinished work can be awarded a prize, 
be the production of the exhibitor. No 
Exhibitor must be ready to prove that work 
shown has been done by her. Articles pre¬ 
sented for exhibition must be fresh and 
clean.

Canadian Census 

Taken Next June 

On June 1, 1921, 24,000 enumerators 
will commence to gather the informa¬ 
tion required by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics in the decennial census 
of Canada. This is the national stock 
taking, which takes place every ten 
years in all civilized countries. The 
United States took theirs last year; 
Britain and Canada will take theirs 
this year. In Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan a partial census is taken every 
five years, but the ten year census ex¬ 
tends all over Canada, and is much 
more extensive than the five-year Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan census. 

The census this year is in two main 
parts, viz., the census of population 
and the census of agriculture. The 
census of manufactuifing and other 
industries is taken every year on re¬ 
turns from the Department of 'Statis¬ 
tics. The census of population re¬ 
cords the names, addresses, ages, re¬ 
ligious beliefs,, incomes, nationality 
race, education, etc., of every living 
person resident,in Canada on, June 1, 

L921. The census of agriculture re¬ 
cords the acreage, values, expenses, 
crops, anfmals, implements, revenues, 
etc., of every farm in Canada. 

The town man is let off rather more 
easily than his country brother. He 
will have to answer only about thirTv 
eight questions, whereas the farmer 
will have to give information on an 
additional hundred points in connec¬ 
tion with his farm operations. 

The town man will, among other 
'data, have to inform the enumerator 
of his total earnings during- the twelve 
months prior to June 1, the number 
cf weeks unemployed during the same 
period and the number of weeks un¬ 
employed through illness during this 
time. 

In the census of agriculture, full 
information is required as to the man-

ner of operation of each farm, i.e., 
whether owned or rented, and if rent¬ 
ed, on what basis; the acreage of im¬ 
proved land, pasture, fallow, etc., the 
sale value of the farm with buildings; 
the value of the buildings, the value 
of the implements. All cash expendi¬ 
ture in 1920 must be given as well 
as the estimated value of board and 
room furnished helpers in addition to 
wages. i 

All grains, grass, hay and forage 
and rout crops harvested in 1920 
acreage, quantity and value of each 
must be given, as well as the acreage 
planted for the 1921 harvest. The 
quantity and value of firewood, fence 
poles, .produced on the farm during 
1920 must be given as well as full 
information regarding the number 
and* value of all live stock products 
(milk, etc.); farm facilities (tractor, 
automobile, electric lig'ht, etc.) 

’The quantity and value of all farm 
products sold through co-operative 
farmers’ organizations during 1920 are 
required. 

All census enumerators are bound 
by oath not to divulge any informa¬ 
tion they obtain to anyone, except 
their superior officers, who are also 
bounded by oath so that the secrecy 
of all census information is obtained. 

The values given to the enumerat¬ 
ors are not for the purpose of taxation 
—municipal, provincial or dominion— 
but for the usq of the Dominion Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics for statistical pur¬ 
poses only. 

Heavy penalties are provided in the 
Act for refusal to give information 
to the enumerators. 

The organization for the census 
this year is better than that of any 
preceding census, and the enumerat¬ 
ors work is simplified considerably so 
that with the co-operation of every 
citizen, thi s should be taken more 
quickly and efficiently than in any 
previous enumeration. 

Grasshopper Plague 

Is Not Unlikely 

li? ho P es to yjf con¬ 

trary, there is* great danger and every 
indication of a serious grasshopper 
plague in the province this year. 

During the winter experts have 
been working, and a definite examina¬ 
tion of the grasshopper eggs has been 
made, with the result that multitudes 
of the hoppers are expected in Alberta 
this year, and that they will show as 
soon as the warm weather encourages 
them from their cells. 

A cool, wet spring might prevent 
a serious outbreak, but all indications 
lead the officials to* expect and pre¬ 
pare for the most serious outbreak 
there has yet been. Inquiries have 
been made over practically the whole 
province, and the reports show that 
it is southern and central Alberta 
which is likely to be chiefly infested. 
An. examination of eggs from widely 
separated areas goes to show 1 that 
the eggs have: passed the winter in, 
such shape that they will hatch into 
strong hoppers.. 

It has been found that there will 
be much greater danger fromi the pel- 
ucid grasshopper that infests the 
stubble than heretofore. Last year, 
it was chiefly the roadside hopper 
that appeared, and these were much

more easily controlled. To meet the 
scourge of the hopper in the stubble, 
the Department advises the farmer to 
plow the stubble in infested areas, so 
the eggs will be broken up and ex¬ 
posed, thus preventing a large num¬ 
ber of them from hatching. 

For purposes of organization to 
meet the plague, the department has 
organized the province into six dis¬ 
tricts, a school of agriculture con¬ 
stituency forming a district, and the 
principal of the school in charge in 
i each district. Benjamin Lawson, 
chief game guardian for the province, 
is in charge of the purchase and 
wholesale distribution of poiisoned 
bait. 

Already four cars of molasses have 
been purchased, 15 cars of bran and 
50,000 pounds of arsenic. This mater¬ 
ial will be shipped direct to the 
schools for storage and distribution. 
Reserve stores will be held at Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary. This year it is 
planned to use an equal bulk of saw¬ 
dust with the bran, and in all proba¬ 
bility the use of oranges and lemons 
will be discontinued. The bait can 
be purchased at oast. and will, be 
handled either through the local 
LT.F.A. or the municipality. En¬ 
quiry can be made of the principal 
of the school. 

Lurid posters are being prepared to 

point out the danger of the grasshop-

per pest, and these will be distribut¬ 
ed. The formula of the poison calls 
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[ for one pound of paris green or, ar¬ 
senic to be mixed thoroughly with 25 
pounds of bran; dilute two quarts of 
low-grade molasses with two or three 
gallons of warm water and add the 
juice and rind of three finely chopped 
lemons or oranges. It is proposed to 
leave out the latter in the general 
use this year, however. This syrup 
will be thoroughly mixed with the 
poisoned bran to form a wet mash 
and distributed throughout the in¬ 
fested fields.

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Panama Route 

Proves Satisfactory 

Grain men, and other organizations, 
are keenly interested in the devlop-- 
ment of the .movement of Western 
Canadian wheat to the old country via 
the Panama canal. It is recognized 
that if this traffic moves to any ap¬ 
preciable extent, that western prov¬ 
inces will be materially benefited. 

The experiment already carried out 
by the shipment that was made by 
the Buenos Ayers some six weeks or 
two months ago, has turned out emin¬ 
ently satisfactory. It has amply prov¬ 
ed that wheat can be forwarded by 
that route to arrive in splendid con¬ 
dition at destination. Evidently the 


the price of this year’s wheat will be. 

In the face of the fact that there 
are now hundreds, if not thousands of 
steamers laid up in the United King¬ 
dom, some of the grain men are of 
the opinion that ocean freight rates 
will toe very considerably reduced 
when the new crop is ready to move. 
That naturally would apply to the 
Atlantic as well as the Pacific, and 
practically the only difference would 
be in connection with the rail haul. 

At the present time there is very 
little difference between the rates on 
grain to Vancouver as compared with 
Fort William or Port Arthur. It is 
further pointed out that, in the future 
it might be possible to load up at the 
head of the lakes for direct shipment 
overseas, which would be a militating 
factor against the Pacific route, as¬ 
suming that there was very little diff¬ 
erence in the railway rates. 

All the same there are many people 
engaged in the grain trade who hold 
to the belief that Vancouver and the 
Panama canal is the logical gateway 
to Europe for a considerable quantity 
of the wheat in the three western 
provinces and that, if the trade were 
developed, it would have a far-reach¬ 
ing effect upon the prosperity of the 
West.

Eclipse of Moon 

Last Thursday 

Chauvin* folks looking skyward 'on 
Thursday night before and tafter the 
midnight hour noted that the moon 
showed only a thin horizontal slice 
radient silvery disc was entirely ob¬ 
scured in blackness of night. 

The occasion of thi<s peculiar 
phenomenon was an almost total 
eclipse of the moon, a condition which 
the laws of astronomy seldom bring 
to pass, except" lat long intervals. 

Dr. H. M. Tory gave some light bn 
the evident eccentricities of Mr. 
Moon by stating- that the disappear 
ing act was due to the earth passing 
directly between the moon ant dhe 
sun, thus casting its shadow across 
more in which the relative positions 
of these three plaetary bodies remain¬ 
ed practically the same. 

Partial eclipses of the moon may 
take place several times within a 
year or may skip a whole year, but 
a total eclipse such as witnessed last 
night is an occasion for which astron¬ 
omers will sit up nights waiting to 
make observations. The eclipse 
Thursday night started about 11 p.m. 
and was completed by one a.m .

OUR NEW RAILWAY PROBLEM 

With the. opening of May a radical change in the 
passenger train service conies into effect. The Can¬ 
adian National Railroads are planning to compete with 
the C.P.R. for the through coast to coast traffic. 

The history of railroading is full of examples of the 
futility of deriving large profits from so-called “crack” 
trains. These trains have always brought notoriety to 
the company operating them, but it is only most occas¬ 
ionally that they bring profit. Certain it is that a fast 
service from Montreal to Winnipeg and Vancouver will 
be unprofitable for years to come, The running of these 
trains as “expresses” is an economic-waste, even for the 
wealthy Canadian Pacific. The impoverished National 
road is now committed to this policy. 

The National officials have made an earnest effort 
to provide an adequate service of local trains to and from 
the central points, such its Saslfatoorf alaS Edmonton. The 
new service provides opportunity for those wishing to 
visit these cities to arrive in the late forenoon, spend a 
few hours on business and return the same day. Due 
credit should be given to the officials who planned these 
new schedules. It would hardly be possible to improve 
on them under present conditions of traffic requirements. 

After these words of praise, which we think are due, 
we pass on to further criticism. 


The new schedule lamentably fails to give the ne¬ 
cessary service to Alberta points east of Wainwright. 
These points are, for railway purposes cut out of Alberta 
and placed in Saskatchewan. 

Of the traffic originating in Chauvin, ninety per cent 
is with Edmonton, as compared with ten per cent with 
Saskatoon, (to which point our local runs). The ninety 
per cent are now condemned to start late at night, spend 
a broken night at Wainwright, rlesume their journey and 
arrive at Edmonton thirteen and half hours later. To 
return is a repition of the miserable adventure. 

To the passenger it means duplicating the already 
high cost of railroad farte, with a similar amount spent 
on unsatisfying expenses. No one will take the journey 
unless the same is absolutely necessary. 

To the railroad it will mean a diminution of revenue 
from passenger traffic by reason of the lessened travel¬ 
ling on the one hand; and by reason of more and more 
traffic being diverted to Canadian Pacific to the south of 
this line. 

Provincial, municipal, social and economic reasons 
all combine to send the main trend of our traffic west, 
and these conditions are permament. The service to 
Saskatoon cannot compensate us for the lack of service 
to our capital city. 

The cure for this unfortunate state of affairs can be 
easily found. It is that the so-called “Flyers” should 
call at Edgerton and Chauvin by “flag stops” for those 
pasengers who are travelling to and from Edmonton and 
west of Edmonton, and similiar privileges to persons tra¬ 
velling to and from Winnipeg and points east thereof. 

* 

It may be that such suggestions may be hurtful to 
the reputation- the officials are anxious to get for thieir 
“pet” train, and they may urge that such a reasonable 
concession is “absolutely impossible” and that every 
other point from the Atlantic to the Pacific will ask for 
similiar concessions; and so on and so forth 

To all of which, we point out that this district is the 
sole instance in which the new schedule has inflicted an 
outrage and handicapped the natural trend of traffic. 

It is quite possible that the officials entirely over¬ 
looked the peculiar situation existing in Alberta to the 
east of Wainwright. We will assume that they have done 
so, and we ask them to remedy the situation by the mthod 
above suggested, that is by making both Edgerton and 
Chauvin “flag stations” for the “flyer”

just- “potatoes,” but Mr. Rickett, who i 
has made a very close study of this 
crop, does not grow just “potatoes.” 
They must be either first class, certi¬ 
fied or registered, and judging from 
the results that he has obtained reg¬ 
istered potatoes are a profitable busi¬ 
ness. 

Registered potato seed is pure as to 
variety, true to type, high yielding 
power, hardy, vigorous and the ab¬ 
ility to resist disease. This covers 
practically all of the qualities that 
potatoes can possess and leaves but 
little to be desired. 

Mr. Rickett grows the Irish Cob¬ 
bler, a variety which has given the 
highest yields when tested out last 
summer in the co-operative tests con¬ 
ducted on the farms 'of eight potato 
growers in Edmonton district by the 
University of Alberta. The variety 
Mr. Rickett says, “is a matter that 
must be decided by the grower and 
should be most suitable to the dis¬ 
trict, as well as being in demand in

the larger markets. The Irish Cobbler 
has proven not only to be the heav¬ 
iest yielder in, this district (but is 
probably the most popular variety in 
the American continent. 

A great many potato growers, in¬ 
cluding growers with long experience 
believe that the potato seed .must be 
changed occasionally in order to get 
the best results, regardless of what 
conditions the seed may have been 
produced in. On the other hand, oth¬ 
ers put forth the claim that only 
under extreme conditions should the 
seed be changed. Mr. Rickett from 
his experience has found it advisable 
not to change the seed unless the 
gro\y£T is unable t’Oi take proper care 
of his seed by the use of the seed plot 
and by rotating the crop with other 
crops. Rotation is recommended un¬ 
der all conditions and if it is found 
necessary to change the seed the 
grower should buy seed 'only from a 
reliable source. Certified seed, or one 
better, registered seed, although it is 
most expensive, it is cheapest in the 
long run, as in purchasing registered 
seed the grower is assured that he is 
securing stock which is not only true 
to variety, but stock of which a re¬ 
cord of performance is kept from the 
time it is planted until it is stored and 
only plants that are free from disease 
are allowed t'O mature, and all must be 
strong. 

“In growing registered seed,” says 
Mr. Rickett, “one must have knowlege 
of the veriety that he intends to grow 
and each season procure enough elite 
stock to plant a seed plot for the fol¬ 
lowing season.” 

In growing registered seed elite seed 
is secured every year t»o seed a plot 
to grow enough seed cO plant the seed 
plot the next year. During the grow¬ 
ing season a number of the most de¬ 
sirable hills are marked to insure a 
supply for the next season’s plot. It 
is advisable to select a few extra hills 
to allow for any discards. At plant¬ 
ing time an equal number of tubers 
are chosen from the hills selected in 
this way, or the mother hills, and 
these are planted in short rows, each 
tuber being' marked so that a record 
of performance can be kept from each 
This method serves three very import¬ 
ant purposes. It affords a medium of 
pure seed of superior quality, provides 
a means of maintaining the purity and 
vigor of improved stock from year to 
year, and provides the grower with a 
supply of elite stock each year which 
is capable of giving larger -and better 
crops for the grower, of a class which 
is in demand for seed, and is worth 
twice as much as ordinary potatoes. 

To get the best results in growing 
registered seed, Mr. Rickett says that 
the greatest essential is a knowlege of 
the variety of potatoes that is being- 
grown. Unless the grower is familiar 
variety and knows when he has the 
right type, he may be doing more 
harm than good.

The Tditor’s Table 

THE VALUE OF STATISTICS 

A clever man can prove anything by 
statistics mainly because statistics 
appear to be coul facts without any 
artistic decoration. But it is unwise 
at any time to take statistics at their 
face value without further investiga¬ 
tion and this is particularly true at 
the present time when trade figures 
show marked decreases. “Blue ruin” 
experts seize upon these declines as 
statistical proof of the fact that busi¬ 
ness has gone to the dogs but calm 
consideration of the facts dotes not 
support such a dismal view. In 1920 
the Canadian dollar purchased just 
about the same quantity of goods, 
services or any other commodity as 
fifty cents did in 1913. One dollar 
In 1913 had a purchasing value equal 
to that of two d'Otllars in 1920. to-day 
the dollar wi^l purchase more than 
it did last year. According to figures 
published by the department of labor 
$14.48 was the cost per week of staple 
foods required by an average family 
of five people during January 1921, 
as compared with $15.30 in January 
1920. It will be seen from these fig¬ 
ures that even thougn people buy as 
great a quantity of food ast hey did 
last year the trade figures will show 


a marked decline. This little illus¬ 
tration shows that we should not 
be stampeded by stastistios, it pays 
to investigate the relative value of 
comparative figures. 

Ontario has voted by a large maj¬ 
ority for prohibition of importation of 
liquor from other provinces, just as 
Alberta did. The vote does not nec¬ 
essarily mean that the province is 
permanently wedded to its present 
liquor act any more than did the sim¬ 
ilar vote in Alberta last autumn. 
Premier Drury is reported to have 
“advised those who honestly wanted 
government control to vote ‘Yes.” 

“An -experiment with the sale of li¬ 
quor for beverage purposes under 
Government control is being made in 
British Columbia. This will be 
watched with interest by the citizens 
of Alberta. Our law, improved and 
strengthened at the recent session 
will offer a fair comparison, and the 
government -of this province, having- 
enacted a prohibition law under peti¬ 
tion and by vote of the people, is not 
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prepared to repeat it, or even amend 
it in the way 'of lessening its restric¬ 
tions, except upon a 'well considered 
mandate of Alberta citizens. 

The provincial government is taking 
power to hold a plebiscite if it should 
be deemed necessary, >or if it should 
be demanded by a petition signed in 
a similar manner to that which orig¬ 
inally brought this act into force, and 
setting out some definite system of 
liquor control to take the place of 
the present system. 

“Swat the fly” is a good spring and 
summer time slogan, but it should 
not be* taken too literally. The pro¬ 
per time to attack the fly is in the 
embryo—th making. A pail of water 
tinctured with formaldehyde poured 
over a heap of refuse will destroy 
more flies in five minutes than you 
can kill by the swat method in a sum 
mer. “Swat the fly,” but do it prin¬ 
cipally by keeping your premises 
clean and free of all garbage in which 
flies can breed.

Dear Sir:- 

I am enclosing copy of an order- 
in-Council just passed appointing a 
Commission to investigate the grain 
trade and outlining their duties. It 
will be observed that each o»f the 
three Prairie Provinces is represent¬ 
ed on this Commission and in addi¬ 
tion the Eastern Canada interests are 
represented by Mr. Lincoln Goldie of 
Guelph, Ont. 

It is most desirable that this Com 
mission when they sit should get all 
the infonmlation possible from the 
farmers’ standpoint as to the abuses 
that undoubtedly exist in the grain 
trade, and where possible definite and 
specific information should be given. 
I am not sure at the present time what 
the programme of <he Commission 
will be as to where they will hold 
their sittings and when, but this un 
doubtedly will be given general pub¬ 
licity through the press \,ater on. 

I consider it desirable that every 
locality should be apprised fully '0*f 
this inquiry and for that reason I am 
sending 3'ou full particulars at hand 
up to the present time.

The Committee of the Privy Council 
have had before them a Report, dated 
11th April, from the Minister of Trade 
has had under consideration the pre¬ 
sent methods and system of the hand¬ 
ling and marketing of grain, particu¬ 
larly wheat, in Canada, and tte poss¬ 
ibility of improvements therein and 
has taken cognizance of the discus¬ 
sions in the House of Commons upon 
the subject and stating that he is of 

the opinion that it would be to the 

\ 

public advantage that an inquiry 
should be made into the whole matter. 

The minister therefore recommends 
that a Commission be issued by the 
Governor in Council, under and in 
pursuance of the provisions of part 
1 of the Inquiries Act, Chapter 104, 
Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, 
appointing the Honorable James Dun¬ 
can Hyndman, Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, William D. Staples, 
Fort William, Ont. J. H. Haslain, 
Regina, Sask. and Lincoln Goldie, 
Guelph, Ont. commissioners to inquire 
into and report upon the subject of 
handling and marketing of grain in 


Canada, and in particular, but without 
restricting the generality of the fore¬ 
going terms, upon the following 
matters: 

1. The Grading and Weighing of 

grain. 

2. The handling of grain in and by 
country elevators, and from 
country points. 

3. The grain Exchanges. 

4. Financing K>f grain. 

5. The handling of grain at termin¬ 
als and the charges therefor. 

6. The operation of public and pri¬ 
vate elevators, and Eastern pub¬ 
lic elevator*. 

7. Lake shipments 

8. The shipment of grain to Atlan¬ 
tic and Pacific ports. 

and in addition to the powers in that 
by the Letters Patent of Commission 
aforesaid, to engage the servcies of 
such accountants, engineers, technical 
advisers, or other experts, clerks, re¬ 
porters, and assistants as they deem 
r.ecessary or advisable, and also the 
services of counsel to aid and assist 
them in such inquiry; and to author¬ 
ize and depute any such accountants, 
engineers, technical advisers, or other 
experts, or any other qualified per¬ 
sons, to inquire into a.ny matter with¬ 
in the scope of the Commission, as 
may be directed by the commission¬ 
ers; and that such persons may be 
authorized, in the execution of the 
powers so deputed or authorized, to 
exercise the same powers which the 
commissioners have to take evidence, 
issue supeonas, enforce attendance of 
of witnesses, compel them to give 
evidence, and otherwise conduct the 
inquiry. 

The Minister further recommends 
that the said commissioners be re¬ 
quired and directed to report t'o the 1 
Governor-in-Council the result of 
their investigations, together with the 
evidence taken before them, and any 
recommendations that they may see 
fit to express thereon. 

The Committee concur in the fore¬ 
going recommendations and submit 
the same for approval. ’,

To Prevent Smut 

In Your Oat Crop 

Oats were free from smut last year 
—o>n some 'farms. On other farms 
they contained *as much as one-third 
smut. The difference was not in the

Those who carefully' 
treated their seed oats with formalin 
escaped this severe loss. Smut is 
more or less common in practically 
all untreated oats, and many farmers 
who know' about the treatment simply 
neglect to treat the seed.

that a gain of from one dollar to five 
dollars per acre has been made. The 
treatment for an acre requires only a 
few’ cents worth of formalin, a bucket 
of water and a few minutes work. 
The following method is recommend¬ 
ed: Mix one pint of formalin with 
40 gallons of water. Place the grain 
to be treated in a heap on a clean 
canvas or floor. Sprinkle the forma¬ 
lin solution over the grain, then shov¬ 
el the grain over into another pile so 
as to mix it thoroughly, then sprinkle 
and shovel again. Repeat this until 
every grain is moistened by the solu¬ 
tion; then cover the pile with sacking 
and leave for three or four hours. At 
the end of this time, spread the grain 
out thinly to dry; shovelling it over 
three or four times will hasten dry¬ 
ing. Forty gallons of the formalin 
solution is sufficient to sprinkle be¬ 
tween thirty and forty bushels of 
grain. 

Never expose wet grain to a tem¬ 
perature below freezing. If the grain 
is sown while m'oist, it will not run 
so freely as dry grain; for this rea¬ 
son open up the drill somewhat or the 
stand will be too thin.
